PASSAGE 1: 

The sludy of psyehoSogy in phJlasopbical context dates back to the ancient civilizations 
of Egypt, Greece, China, India, and Persia. Psychology began adopting a more clinical 
and cxpcnmeDtal npproiach under medieval Musiim psychologists and physicians, who 
buill psyciriatric hospitaiji for such purposes. 

In 1802, French physiologist Pierre Cabanis helped to pioneer bioiogicfll psychology 
with his essay on the relations between the physical and moral aspects of man. Cabani 
interpreted the mind in Sight of his previous studies of biology, arguing that sensibiHt; 
and soul are properties of the nervous system. 
Though the use of psychological eKpfiriTnentation dates back to Alhazen's Uouk (Ad 
Optics in 1021, psychology as an independeni experimental field of study began ifi 
1S7^, when the Gemian physician Wilhelm Wundt founded the first laborarnry 
dedicated exclusively to psychological research at Leipzig University hi Gcrmai^, lor 
which Wundt is known as the "father of psychology". The year 1S79 islhus sometimes 
regarded as the "birthdate" of psychology. The Amerii;an philqaopher arid psychologist 
William James published his seminal book. Principles of Psycliolofy m 1590, laying the 
foundations for many of the questions on which psychoiogists would fbcus for ytai:s to 
come. Other important early contributors to the field iiiclude the German psychologist 
Hennann Ebbinghaus (1850-1909), a pioneer in the expert iTienBil study of cnemofy at 
the University of Berlin; and the Russian physiologiit Ivan Pavlov (1849-1936) who 
investigated the learning process now referred tc ascbsisicat conditioning. 
Start ing in the 1950$, die cxpcrimcnt.il lectoiques set forth by Wundt, James, 
Ebbinghaus, and others would \^ leiieratetl R5_P7;peri menial psychology became 
incrensingty cognitive and, eventual I v> coiistiftited.B pan of the wider cognitive science. 
In the early years, however, diis development was seen as a "revolutioti", as it both 
ISsponded to and reacted again^ strain.i of thought — tnciuding psychodynamics and 
behaviorism^ — that had developed in the meantime.

Humaaistic psychology was dcvelnpcd in the 1950& in reaetion lo botli behaviorism and 
psycliojna lysis. By gsing pbenomenology, intETSubjcctivity and first-person categories, 
the humanistic apppoach sought lo glimpse the whQia person — nol just the fragmented 
ports of th« personality or cognitive fimclionittg, HumaDism focused on fundamentally 
and uniquely hiiman issues, such as self-identity, death, abncncjis, freedom, ard 
meaning. The humanistic approach was distinguished by ila emphasis on subjective 
meaning, rejeclion of detcmninism, and concern for positive growth rather than 
pathology. Some of the founders of this school of thought were American psycho Sogists 
Abraham Maslow, who formulated £i hierarchy of human needs, and Carl Rogers, who 
created and developed client-centered therapy; and German-American psychiatrist Frit 
Perls, who co-founded Gestalt therapy. It became so influential as to be called the "thin 
force" within psychology, along with behaviorisna and psychoanalysis. Later, p 
psychologyopentduphnmanislicthemestoscientificinodesof exploration. 
Influenced largely by the work of German philosopher Martin Heidegger imd 
philosopher Saren Kierkegaard, psychoanalytically-trained American psycholi^ 
Rolb May pioneered an ejtistential breed of psychology, which incluieil e?tis%ilial 
iJurrapy, in the 1950s and 1960s. Existential psychologists differed fiom olhieni often 
classified as humanistic in their comparatively neutral view of human UEttuns and in their 
relatively positive assessmicnt of anxiety. EKistentiaL pjiychotogiatS. tniphasizad the 
humanistic themes of death, free will, and meaning, suggest rue tliat meaning can be 
shaped by myths, or narrative patterns, and that it can be eocouriigol'by an acceptance 
of the free will requisite to an authentic, albeit often anjiiDus, icfiard for death and other 
future prospects. Austrian existential psychiatrist and Holocaust survivor Viktor Frankl 
drew evidence of meaning's ihcrapeutic power fitom r^ftecflojis garnered from his own 
iniemmenr, and he created a variety of existed lial psychoSherapy called loHOtherapy. [n 
addition to May and Frankl, Swiss psyclioauiiryst Uidwig Binswanger and American 
psychologist Gecn^e Kelly may be saidto b^lotm ro ttie existential school.

!a]e' 20tb century, though, cognitivism had become the dominant paradiam of 
itrcaRPpsyehology, and cognitive psychology emerged as a popular branch.

s] I on Id be used to study it, cognilive psychologists set such concepts as "subliminal 
ocessing" and "implicit memory" in place of the psychoanaljlic "unconscious mind" 
Or the behaviorist ic "contingency-shaped behaviors". Elements of behaviorism and 
copiitive payehotogy were synthesized to form ihe basis of cognitive behavioral 
therapy, a foim of psychotherapy modified from techniques developed by American 
psychologist Albert Ellis and American psychiatrist Aaron T- Beck. Cogniliye 
psychology was subsumed along with otlier discip tines, such as philosophy of mind, 
computer science, and neuroscience, under the umbreEla discipline of cognitive science.
